Our preſent Author's Book is vouched gr 
licenſed by rwo French Miniſters, who cell 
us, that being appoitited by the. reſt of their 
Brethren to read it, they find it entirely con- 
formable to the conſtant Dofrine of the 
French Proteſtants. I will nor believe chem, 
though they gave it upon Oath ; for ir never 


- was the Dofrine of the French Proteſtanes, 
nor of any Proteſtants, na.norof any Chriſti- 


an,. that if cheir Creed be not true, the Apo- 
ſtles were Mad-men, the Scriptures Blaſhe. 
mites, and the Holy Ghoſt knew not how to 
ſpeak as be ought'; which are Words: often re- 
peated by Mr. Lamorh. 
But you-will ſay, Sir, but Mr. Lamoth has

, Thus it is, and theſe are-che Men againſt 
whom che French Miniſters (in'purſuance of 
their Principles) ſhould have articled, in he 
Eccleſiaſtical Courrs ; theſe are the crue Uni- 
tarians, . and Fachers of Unirarianiſm, on 
whom the: Blame and Charge ſhould lighr. 
'Tis in vain for the Miniſters ro raif' ar, and; 
be [rſormers (in a ſtrange Land) againſt mo- 
dern Unitarian Books and Perſons,. unleſs they 
canfirſt get the Apoſtles and Evangeliſts cen- 
ſured, and their Writings ſuppreſs'd. Bur 
in preſenting the Articles, I would have Mr. 
Lamoth ve Fareman, becauſe they are ſured 
to: his Doarine. I need not, Sir, add any
